This  year  the  Central  girls  have  had  the  use  of 
SCITS  swimming  pool  every  Wednesday  for  two  hours.  The 
school  year  was  divided  into  three  sessions,  each  ten  weeks 
long.  The  first  session  was  for  the  girls  who  were  taking 
advanced  life  saving.  The  second  session  was  for  those 
girls  who  wished  to  win  their  Bronze  Medallion  and  also 
for  beginners.  The  last  session  was  for  girls  who  wish- 
ed to  win  any  of  the  Red  Cross  Awards.  The  last  half- 
hour  of  each  Wednesday  night  was  spent  in  synchronized 
swimming.  Under  the  leadership  of  Miss  Ramsden,  the 
girls  learned  a variety  of  fancy  swimming  and  tricks. 

The  Award  of  Merit  was  won  by  Leona  Langan,  Marion 
Meyers,  and  Ann  Huggins.  Cathy  Trotter  won  the  Bronze 
Cross.  The  Award  of  Distinction  was  won  by  Judy  McCrae. 

Points  System 

The  point  system  used  for  the  girls'  physical  educa- 
tion is  based  on  participation,  achievement  and  service. 

In  curricular  activities  a monthly  bonus  is  given  to 
those  who  have  perfect  attendance  and  who  are  always 
properly  dressed  in  their  gym  uniforms.  Skills  for  various 
phases  of  the  program  are  tested  and  written  exams  on  rules 
of  the  games  are  given.  Girls  who  act  as  squad  leaders  in 
the  regular  classes  receive  a bonus  for  their  service.  In 
the  extra-curricular  activities  points  are  given  for  taking 
part  in  the  games  tournaments,  for  entering  other  competi- 
tions such  as  dancing,  for  participation  in  swimming  and 
life  saving  classes  and  other  special  events.  Bonuses  are 
given  to  winning  teams  and  successful  swimmers.  Service 
points  can  be  won  by  acting  as  captain  of  a team,  by 
working  as  an  official  or  by  serving  on  the  Girls'  Athletic 
Association  executive. 

Captains  of  teams  are  elected  by  the  girls  in  theft* 
classes.  Squad  leaders  are  volunteers  from  whom  the  class 
elects  the  number  required  for  each  activity.  Officials 
are  volunteers  on  whom  the  G.A.A.  members  call  for  help  in 
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conducting  the  extra-curricular  sports  program.  G.A.A . 
executive  members  are  elected  by  all  the  girls  in  grades 
10  and  higher  grades. 

These  leadership  and  service  experiences  are  distri- 
buted to  as  many  girls  as  possible.  Repetition  is  avoided. 
When  an  activity  is  over,  the  squad  or  the  team  and  the 
physical  education  teacher  evaluate  the  job  the  leader  or 
captain  has  done  and  she  is  awarded  points  for  her  service. 

The  point  system  is  designed  to  encourage  interest  and 
participation  on  the  part  of  a large  proportion  of  the  girls 
in  the  school  and  to  give  recognition  to  those  who  contri- 
bute most  in  the  way  of  participation,  achievement  and 
service .

The  cheerleaders  in  their  striking  garnet,  grey  and 
gold  uniforms  were  an  added  attraction  at  the  inter-school 
games.  Their  faithful  attendance  at  the  games  led  both 
the  basketball  and  football  teams  on  to  victory.

BOYS'  ATHLETIC  SOCIETY 

At  the  beginning  of  the  Fall  term  one  boy  from  each 
form  was  elected  to  represent  his  form  at  meetings  of  the 
B.  A.  S.  At  the  first  meeting  an  executive  was  elected. 

They  were: 

President,  Mike  Holland;  Vice-President,  Bruce  Savage; 
Treasurer,  Chester  Ferris;  Secretary,  John  Albinson. 

The  non-executive  members  of  the  society  were  formed 
into  standing  committees,  such  as,  Intramural  Games 
Committee,  W.  0.  S.  S.  A.  Games  Committee,  Publicity 
Committee,  Refreshment  Committee,  Social  Committee,  and  a 
Protest  Committee  when  necessary. 

Aside  from  the  purchasing  of  equipment  which  is  hand- 
led by  the  Board  of  Education,  the  entire  athletic  programme 
is  financed  by  the  Boys'  Athletic  Society.  Money  is  raised 
by  the  sale  of  Athletic  Cards  to  the  students,  the  sponor- 
L ing  of  various  social  activities,  and  athletic  contests. 
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The  Central  Centaurs,  making  their  debut  in  the 
Sarnia  and  District  Conference  Senior  A football  league, 
came  up  with  their  first  Conference  Championship  in  the 
young  school's  history.  Under  the  capable  coaching  of 
Mr.  McCaffray,  the  team  was  able  to  advance  to  the  Semi- 
final of  the  W.  0.  S.  S.  A*  championship  before  bowing 
to  an  efficient  Leamington  Squad. 

The  team  did  not  begin  the  season  very  successfully, 
as  they  went  down  to  defeat  at  the  hands  of  a strong  St. 
Patrick's  squad.  It  seemed  that  the  boys  lacked  the 
enthusiasm  required  to  win  that  game,  but  the  loss  taught 
them  a well-needed  lesson.  In  the  next  game,  our  boys 
romped  over  Petrolia  with  a strong  running  attack  by 
Meyers,  McCabe,  Skelton,  and  Albinson.  This  backfield 
combination  seemed  to  be  the  deciding  factor  in  most  of 
the  games. 

In  the  following  game  against  S.  C.  I.  T.  S. 

Central  upset  the  surprised  and  favoured  Blue  Bombers, 
and  in  the  last  game  of  the  schedule  our  boys  defeated 
Wallaceburg. 

The  next  contest,  the  Conference  championship  play- 
off with  S.  C.  I.  T.  S.,  was  the  most  exciting  and  hard- 
fought  game  of  the  season.  In  the  last  second  of  play, 
Central  went  over  for  a touchdown  to  win  the  P.  D. 

Sawyer  Rugby  Trophy. 

In  the  final  game  with  Leamington,  Central's  offence 
did  not  get  rolling  until  late  in  the  fourth  quarter. 
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It  was  too  late  then  to  pull  the  game  out  of  the  bag,  and 
Central  was  out  of  W,  0.  S.  S,  A.  competition.

The  stage  of  the  gym  was 
made  available  five  nights  a week,  with  gymnastic  and 
weight  lifting  equipment  supplied  by  the  athletic  depart- 
ment. Mr.  Latremouille  has  laid  the  foundation  for  a long 
range  sports  program  that  will  foresee  wrestling,  weight 
lifting,  and  gymnastic  competitions  with  other  schools.

In 
the  district  playdowns  held  in  Chatham,  Lewis’  quartet  came 
out  on  top,  but  only  after  defeating  the  Fraser  four  by  one 
point.  Lewis  and  his  team  then  went  on  into  the  Ontario 
playdowns,  but  lost  the  final  game  to  Kingston  by  one  point. 
To  wind  up  the  season,  the  Lewis  rink  represented  Central  . 
in  the  W.O.S.S.A.  bonspiel  held  in  Tillsonburg,  and  curled 
beautifully  to  win  three  straight  games  and  the  W.O.S.S.A. 
Curling  Trophy  donated  by  the  Owen  Sound  Collegiate  and 
Vocational  Institute.  These  boys  are  to  be  congratulated 
upon  bringing  to  Central  our  first  W.O.S.S.A.  championship.
